sideration, not by England only, but 
by the United SUtos, The danger be- 
ing ot a like nature to tbe frontiers of 
both countries an understanding was 
hud respecting a moans for defence and 
a new fort for defensive purposes was 
supplied by the application of the 
Monroe doctrine, which structure for 
defends extends on the west American 
coast from C*po Horn on the south to 
Bering eea and beyond ou the north.

lh« condition, that demanded Rome 
deflnlte construetlon of the Monroe 
doctrine were uoi represented on the 
world'a ohosa board till the partition 


hat been In a measure wasted by a 
failure of some one to take In the real 
situation. The Inoompetenoy of some 
one who should bare had the real con- 
dition of thing* In hand long ago IB 
evident the longer the war continues. 
Because too few men are at the front, 
to do the necessary work, the larger 
will be the loss of life, and the expendi- 
ture of money. 
President MoKlnley 


is doing a work that will defeat him at 
the next election unless there is a 
change for the better in the conduct 
of the war, and the country cannot 
nfford the defeat of MoKtnley at the 
expense of life and treasure.
